The  following  table  embraces  the  vote  in  the  Senate  on  four  of  the  most  important 
propositions  voted  on  by  it  during  its  last  legislative  session. 

The  French  Spoliation  Bill,  which  passed  the  Senate  January  10,  1859,  involved 
something  like  $3,000,000. 

The  Bill  granting  Lands  to  the  States  for  Agricultural  Colleges,  which  passed  the 
Senate  February  7,  1859,  would  if  it  had  become  a  law  disposed  of  about  6,000,000 
acres  of  the  public  lands. 

The  Cuba  Bill  proposed  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  President  $30,000,000  for  the 
acquisition  of  Cuba.  Mr.  Brown,  of  Miss.,  who  moved  to  lay  the  bill  on  the  table,  was 
its  friend.  He  did  so  merely  to  get  a  test  vote  upon  it,  having  voted  against  the  motion 
himself.  This  vote  was  had  on  the  25th  of  February,  1859. 

The  Treasury  Note  Amendment  was  to  relieve  the  country  from  its  financial 
embarrassment.

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HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 


The  following  are  the  subjects  of  the  subjoined  Statement  of  Votes  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  Second  Session  Thirty-Fifth  Cong. 

No.  1. — Tho  Old  Soldiers’  Bill,  voted  on  in  the  House,  December  22,  1858, 
said  by  its  author,  tho  Hon.  John  II.  Savage,  to  involve  the  expenditure  of 
$1,500,000  annually;  by  tho  Commissioner  of  Pensions  $8,800,000  per  annum. 

No.  2. — January  27,  1859.  On  tho  motion  to  strike  out  the  following  clause 
from  the  Civil  Appropriation  Bill: 

“  To  enable  the  President  of  tho  United  States  to  carry  into  effect  the  act  of  Con¬ 
gress  of  3d  March,  1819,  and  any  subsequent  acts  now  in  force  for  the  suppression 
of  the  slave  trade,  $75,000:  Provided,  That  so  much  of  said  appropriation  as  may 
be  required  to  pay  expenses  already  incurred  may  be  used  from  and  after  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  this  act.” 

No.  3. — February  1,  1859.  Mr.  Grow’s  Homestead  Bill,  to  give  to  every 
head  of  a  family,  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  who  may  have  declared 
his  intention  to  become  such,  160  acres  of  land. 

No.  4. — February  12,  1859.  The  Preamble  to  the  Bill  admitting  Oregon, 
which  is  as  follows: 

Whereas  the  people  of  Oregon  have  framed,  ratified,  and  adopted  a  Constitution 
of  State  government  which  is  republican  and  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution 
of  tho  United  States,  and  have  applied  for  admission  into  the  Union  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  other  States :  Therefore — 

No.  5. — February  12,  1859.  On  the  Bill  to  admit  Oregon. 

No.  6. — February  14,  1859.  On  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  to  enable  Mr. 
Phelps,  of  Missouri,  to  introduce  a  Bill  to  revive  and  continue  in  force  two  years 
an  act  to  authorize  the  issue  of  Treasury  Notes. 

No.  7. — February  21,  1859.  On  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  to  enable  Mr. 
Phillips,  of  Pennsylvania,  to  introduce  a  Bill  to  pay  outstanding  Treasury 
Notes,  to  authorize  a  Loan,  and  to  regulate  and  fix  the  duties  on  Imports,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

No.  8. — February  21,  1859.  On  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  to  enable  tho 
Committee  on  Commerce  to  report  a  Bill  Repealing  the  Fishery  Bounties, 
amounting  to  $400,000. 

No.  9. — February  2G,  1859.  On  passing  the  Bill  granting  to  the  States  near 
6,000,000  acres  of  the  Public  Land  for  Agricultural  Colleges,  notwithstanding 
the  Veto  of  the  President. 

No.  10. — March  2,  1858.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Davis  of  Indiana,  to  suspend 
the  rules  to  enable  him  to  introduce  a  Bill  repealing  the  restrictive  clause  in  the 
English  Bill,  which  prohibits  the  people  of  Kansas  from  forming  a  State  Con¬ 
stitution  until  it  shall  appear  by  census,  duly  and  legally  taken,  that  the  popula¬ 
tion  equals  or  exceeds  the  ratio  of  representation  required  fora  member  of  Congress. 

No.  11. — March  3,  1859.  On  the  Amendment  of  Mr.  Phelps,  continuing  the 
Treasury  Note  Law. 

No.  12. — On  the  following  Resolution  of  Mr.  Grow,  with  reference  to  the  Post 
Office  Appropriation  Bill: 

Rrsolxed ,  That  House  bill  No.  872,  making  appropriations  for  defraying  the  ex¬ 
panses  of  the  Post  Office  Department  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  18*60,  with  the 
Senate  amendments  thereto,  be  returned  to  the  Senato,  as  section  thirteenth  of  said 
amendments  is  in  the  nature  of  a  revenue  bill.
